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PAPER NOW; BENT, MOLDED, AND MANIPULATED 

an invitational exhibition, November 5, 1986 - January 4, 1987 

Purpose : To exhibit a variety of the most recent work of prominent artists from 

all over the United States who use many types of paper as the substance 
of art — not just as passive support for drawing or printing. The artist’s 
ability to create beautiful and well-crafted works with intellectual 
and emotional content has been the principal criterion for selection. 

Paper Now will be the only major exhibition at the Museum during the 
holiday season. 


Contents : 34 works, all completed within the past three years, by 21 artists. They 

include master papermakers, others who have been exploring the potential 
of paper in the last 15 years, and relative newcomers to the medium. 
Classical cultures are echoed in the paper sculpture of Rosemary Mayer, 
and the meeting of Eastern and Western civilizations in the works of Don 
Farnsworth. Michelle Stuart, recipient of three National Endowment for 
the Arts grants and a Guggenheim Fellowship, incorporates the symbols as 
well as the soil from the sites of ancient cultures into pieces which 
recall ritual installations and the structure of the earth. Glenn Brill 
weaves lithographed and painted strips of paper into brightly-colored, 
jazzy reliefs, creating an illusion of three dimensions. Works range 
in scale from small book-like sculptures by Michelle Stuart to a 60-foot 
work of white Japanese papers by Carolyn Greenwald. 

Organizer : Jane Glaubinger, Associate Curator in the Museum’s Department of 

Prints and Drawings. 


Catalogue: Dr. Glaubinger ’s text includes a history of the paper movement over the 

past fifteen years, a biographical sketch and essay about each artist, 
and at least one color reproduction of the artist’s work. It will be 
for sale at the Museum Bookstore.

Three public lectures and a lecture/demonstration will take place during 
the exhibition. Suzanne Anker will speak about the history of the paper 
movement (11/5, 5:45 pm); Michelle Stuart (12/3, 5:45 pm), and Winifred 
Lutz (12/14, 2 pm) will speak about their work. Gwen Cooper of the 
Cleveland Institute of Art will demonstrate handpapermaking and describe 
her work (11/16, 2-4 pm). Throughout the exhibition, the Museum will 
present gallery talks, a slide-tape, and a videotape of collaborators 
Chuck Close and Joe Wilfer, whose work is included in the exhibition.
